In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), the following is a statement of delay caused by 
unintentional circumstances. 

1 . The present application was filed on 24 November 2003 as a non-provisional utility 
patent application, claiming priority from a Korean patent application. 

2. A non- final Office Action was mailed on 6 May 2008, rejecting Claims 23-31, the 
pending claims. The deadline for response was 6 August 2008. 

3. Applicant did not intend to fail to provide a response, in the form of an amendment 
responsive to the claims. 

4. As such, the Application was constructively abandoned as of 6 November 2008. 

5. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on 21 November 2008. 
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6. An Amendment "C", responsive to the Office Action of 6 May 2008 is concurrently 
filed herewith. 

7. The present petition is less than three months after 21 November 2008, the date the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office sent a Notice of Abandonment. The delay in filing 
the present petition less than three months after the Notice of Abandonment was 
unintentional. 

8 . The present petition is less than one year after the date of actual abandonment by the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 6 May 2009. The delay in filing the present 
petition less than one year alter the actual abandonment was unintentional. 

9. The entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the required reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 37(b) was unintentional. 

Applicant petitions for revival based upon unintentional delay, and Applicant has included 
a proper response, comprising the Amendment C with changes to the claims and remarks.
